to Follow Procedure 


Used in Other Cities 


W ith practically all of the night 
spots w hich closed June 30, re­ 
opening for the new season yes­ 
terday, Palm Springs becam e a 2 
a. m. tow n insofar as elbow- 
bending is concerned. 
At a m eeting of tavern owners 
Saturday m orning in the office of 
Chief of Police A. G. K ettm ann 
to decide the program for the 
season, it was decided to follow 
the exam ple of other cities and 
towns in the state and extend 
the closing tim e from m idnight 
to 2 a. m. as allowed by the state 
liquor control act. 


ALL BUT TWO local lounges 
closed during the sum m er m onths 
and these two stuck to the m id­ 
night 
closing 
hour. W ith 
the 
re-opening of the other spots and 
the start of the season, it was 
voted to adopt the sam e hour as 
prevails elsewhere and rem ain 
open until 2 a. m. 
It w as pointed out th a t Palm 
Springs is a resort spot and th at 
its guests are accustomed to the 
later closing hour in other places. 


SEASONAL LICENSES, called 
PQ licenses, are held by all but 
four places in the Village. These 
licenses are lim ited from Sept. 1 
to Ju n e 30. 
Of the four spots 
holding 
all-year 
licenses, 
two 
closed for the sum m er leaving but 
two open during Ju ly and August. 
These two spots observed the 
m idnight 
hour 
during 
those 
months. 
The 2 a. m. closing hour, put 
into effect yesterday, m arked the 
first tim e in three years th at the 
spots rem ained open until th at 
hour. During the w ar, local tav ­ 
erns voted to close at m idnight 
even before the state board of 
equalization set th at hour for the 
entire state. W hen the w artim e 
closing 
order 
was 
lifted 
this 
spring, local spots decided to ad­ 
here to it until the fall and the 
new season. 


CHIEF KETTMANN acted as 
co-ordinator for the ow ners and 
arranged the m eeting in which 
the m atter was discussed.

Extended 25-Mile 


Zones, New 35-Mile 


Zones, Considered 


Preparatory for the new sea­ 
son and the 
greatly 
increased 
traffic 
expected, 
a 
survey 
of 
speed zone and traffic m arkings 
is planned here this m onth by 
the state 
highw ay 
departm ent. 
Form s have been received at 
the city hall from the depart­ 
m ent’s divisional headquarters at 
San Bernardino as a prelim inary 
to this survey. They ask th at the 
city list the num ber and type oí 
buildings per block and the dis­ 
tance from the curbs and other 
data needed to determ ine speed 
zones. 


THE 
SURVEY 
w ill 
include 
Palm Canyon drive, Indian Av­ 
enue and Ramon road. On Palm 
Canyon drive the survey is ex­ 
tended beyond its present limits 
because of 
the 
brisk 
building 
cam paigns at the north and south 
ends of the Village. 
The num ber and type of build­ 
ings per block regulates the m axi­ 
mum speed allowed. 
The Ramon road survey was 
asked, City M anager W. E. Al- 
w orth 
said, 
because since the 
completion of th at thoroughfare 
to connect w ith Highway 99 near 
Edom and 1,000 Palm s, traffic 
has greatly increased. 


A NEW HAZARD has arisen 
because of this increased traffic 
and th e speed w ith w hich it tra ­ 
verses the street . 
D uring the month, state high­ 
way departm ent engineers under 
direction of B. A. Sw itzer of the 
San B ernardino office, will be 
here to m ake a personal survey. 
On their report hinges the loca­ 
tion of 25-mile zones 
and the 
possible creation of tw o trans­ 
itional 35-mile zones betw een the 
25-mile zone and the open road. 


THE DECISION of the state 
highway departm ent 
m en will 
also effect installation of new 
signs, 
boulevard 
stop, 
speed, 
school and the like. 
Painting of pedestrian lanes, 
parking lines and dividing stripes 
also w ill follow the highw ay of­ 
ficial’s survey. It is also planned 
to bring the curb m arkings in 
the city up-to-date and to re­ 
paint faded and obliterated m ark­ 
ings. These m arkings w ere estab­ 
lished last year following a sur­ 
vey by a city council committee. 


IT IS BELIEVED th at follow 
ing the survey the 25-mile zone 
signs w ill be pushed farth er north 
and south on Palm Canyon be­ 
cause of the new buildings which 
have gone up and the 35-mile 
zone signs will be some distance 
beyond these. 
New 25-mile zones w ill be es­ 
tablished on Indian and Ramon 
road w here there are none now.

FATAL WEAKNESS OF UN is becoming m ore apparent all the 
time.

The unw illingness of any one 
of the pow ers to cooperate in any plan nullifies the efforts of all 
in the their efforts to establish a peaceful w orld. Russia’s vetos 
have had that effect. 
, 
W ith the w orld picture looking worse every day, the ineffec­ 
tiveness of UN is being looked upon by m any Am ericans w ith an 
attitude of hopelessness and despair. To them , the UN is our 
only hope of a peaceful w orld—and it just isn’t working. 
But all is not lost. The UN could be transform ed into an or­ 
ganization of nations w ith pow ers to act against any member-;—or 
non-m em ber—w hich w as threatening w orld peace. Two resolutions 
were introduced in th e U.S. Senate last Ju ly 9th w ith such an 
objective. The first called for an early transform ation of the U nited 
Nations into a body capable of m aking and enforcing world law. 
The sponsors w ere: Senators Chavez, Johnson, M urray, Pepper, 
Taylor and Toby; R epresentatives Byrne, Hale, Hays, Judd, 
K efauver, M andsfield, M uhlenberg, M undt, N ixon and Richards. 
The other resolution to “strengthen U nited N ations” was som e­ 
w hat w eaker. Both show increasing concern over th e ability of 
UN to cope w ith world problems. 


WORLD FEDERATION is being advocated by m any students of 
world affairs, not only in this country but throughout the world. 
An international group, known as U nited W orld Federalists, has 
a big follow ing of citizens in num erous countries; has just com­ 
pleted its first international convention in Sw itzerland. 
The idea of a w orld federal governm ent is gaining the atten ­ 
tion of more people m onth by month. M any books have been 
w ritten on the subject. Resolutions have been introduced in m any 
of our state legislatures. All seem to agree th a t—if some plan is 
not instituted for control over m anufacture and use of w eapons of 
mass destruction through international law enforced by an in ter­ 
national police force— another w orld conflict is inevitable. We 
don't even w ant to contem plate w hat it w ould be like. 
Such a drastic change in w orld affairs m ust come from the 
people of all nations—not from their governm ents. The masses 
do not w ant w ar. It is w ithin their pow er to prevent it—except 
in those countries w hich have their subjects under complete 
dominance. B u t th e sands are running out. It may already be too 
late. The question is: W ill w e have a w orld federation in tim e 
to prevent another w ar—or AFTER it?

RAIN AND GALE 


It looked like rain when we set 
off on our hikes so I wore a rain­ 
coat and covered my head. Be­ 
fore I could make my way back 
to camp, I could see the storm 
was going to break at any m in­ 
ute, but none of us envisioned 
this gale which has whipped the 
rain against the 
buildings in a 
constant stream, with no indica­ 
tion that it will stop for many 
hours. 
We are billeted in small cabins 
1 on the edge of the mountain but 
the management assures us they 
have withstood even worse storms 
than this. I could imagine some­ 
one pulling me out of the river at 
the bottom of the hill in the 
morning. 
The 
road 
maintenance crew 
came in a few minutes ago and 
calmed our fears 
about 
being 
stranded here because of wash­ 
outs or landslides. They prom­ 
' ised the buses will carry us back 
to the hotel in the morning. Af­ 
ter being held up by floods out­ 
side of Whitehorse, we did not 
want again to be thrown off 
schedule. 


GRIZZLY BEAR 


The trip over would have been 
an eventful one for me, even 
without the peek at Mt. McKin­ 
ley, because of the number of 
animals we saw. Seeing the peak 
while on a short stay at the park 
seems to be the unusual, rather 
than the usual thing. 
The park 
employee, who drove our bus, 
told us that a park official had 
kept a record of 110 field days 
during which he had seen the 
peak only on 14 days. 
En route from the hotel, we 
came upon a mother Toklat Griz­ 
zly with two cubs. They were 
feeding about a quarter of a mile 
from us, and through field glasses 
we could see them perfectly. The 
golden brown mother, the bus 
driver estimated, weighed about 
1200 pounds. The two cubs were 
darker brown and all had dark 
faces. 
DESTRUCTIVE BEAST 


We stopped at a ranger station 
and saw how much destruction 
a grizzly will cause to get food 
when it is hungry. As a defense 
against grizzlies, the rangers had 
driven long’ nails 
from the in­ 
side through the thick door and 
through the shutters over the 
window. 
Mr. 
Bear, 
however, 
seemed to consider this precau­ 
tion of mere man as a challenge 
to his own ingenuity. lie chewed 
around the bottom of the shutter 
until he had a hole big enough 
for a part of his huge paw, which 
he pushed into the opening and 
then proceeded to pull off the 
shutter, break the window and 
climb in. 
Once inside, he devoured every­ 
thing that was pleasing to his 
taste and scattered the remainder 
over the floor. The driver said 
there are none 
of the smaller 
varieties of bear in the park. 


CARIBOU 


The bus driver also spotted a 
lone caribou, probably a strag­ 
gler from a herd of 10,000 which 
had crossed the highway near 
that spot a few days previous. 
We also saw two mountain sheep 
high up on the range we were 
following. Last night, just as we 
arrived at the hotel, our atten­ 
tion was called to a herd of about 
50 mountain sheep making their 
way up to the crest of the moun­ 
tain. With field glasses we brought 
them near to us and watched 
until they disappeared from sight 
over the top. 
A colony of hoary marmot sat 
up and watched us as some of the 
tour members set their cameras 
for photographs. They, like the 
bear, hibernate during the winter. 
We saw several eagles in flight 
and ptarmigan, which belong to

Here at the park I have learned 
a new descriptive word for our 
Southern California rivers.

All the rivers we have 
seen in the park are “Teklan­ 
ika.” 
A short distance from the hotel, 
as we journeyed to Eielson, we

and traveled 
through valleys covered with low 
grass and other vegetation which 
grows only a few inches high. We 
saw a few new flowers that I 
could not catalogue even as to 
family. I might have made a 
guess could I have seen the fol­ 
iage. 
HUG THE STOVE 


August 12— Members of our 
tour, the eight hardy ones who 
stayed over, are all sitting around 
the big stove here at Eielson after 
a hearty breakfast. It is too cold 
in the recreational hall and too 
cramped in our little cabins. 
We had considerable excite­ 
ment in camp this morning when 
one of the cubs I wrote about 
yesterday appeared on the scene 
It is being attracted to the camp 
by a cache of bacon and other 
food so delectable to grizzlies. 
How small this world is! The 
hostess, in reading the register, 
noticed that one of us came from 
Banning. She asked which one 
it was and then told me she lived 
in Banning in 1914. She was Mrs. 
Tupper Sanders at that time and 
was there with a sick husband 
who died in 1917. She then came 
north and is now Mrs. Louis 
Corbley.

Our bus arrived for us at the 
scheduled time. The clouds had 
not once parted, so we could not 
see Mt. McKinley, the object of 
the trip, 26 airline miles away.

day, hoping for clear skies. I 
should like to have stayed with 
them but the other ladies were all 
returning, so I packed my bag 
and climbed into the bus, great­ 
ly disappointed, for Mt. McKinley 
was one of the things I most 
wanted to see in Alaska. 


WE SEE McKINLEY 


Luck was with us, as it has 
been all through this trip through 
beautiful Aldska. About 19 miles 
from Camp Eielson, 45 airline 
miles from Mt. McKinley, the 
driver stopped, and there in the 
distance was this snow-clad giant 
mountain, framed in fleecy clouds, 
and nothing to obstruct our view. 
McKinley rises abruptly from 
a plateau which is only 2500 to 
3000 feet elevation so you can 
realize how high this 20,300-foot 
peak looks in the distance. Last 
night here at Mt. McKinley hotel 
we saw motion pictures of the 
scaling of Mt. McKinley by an 
expedition in 1932 of which Mr. 
Corbley was a member.

V eterans who form erly w ere 
prisoners of w ar in Japan and de­ 
pendents of those who died as 
prisoners are again being solicited 
by a W ashington, D. C., organiza­ 
tion to file claims for com pensa­ 
tion on a fee basis, Comm ander 
John Connell of Owen B. Coff­ 
man post, A m erican Legion, said 
today.

TORNEY HOSPITAL 
Editor, The Sun: Frankly I am 
considerably amused at the bene­ 
fits that the City of Palm Springs, 
Palm Springs Com m unity Hos­ 
pital and D esert School D istrict 
will receive as regards acquisition 
of Torney Hospital properties as 
the result of the WAA probe at 
W ashington as enum erated in the 
A ugust 5th, 1947, issue of The 
Desert Sun. 
As early as April, 1946 w hen 
Mr. George E. Wilson first visited 
the Torney Hospital property Mr. 
Wilson expressed the opinion that 
the city of Palm Springs could 
justify a request for the acquisi­ 
tion of th a t portion of th e prop­ 
erty com prising about eight acres 
and bounded on the north by 
Paseo El M irador, on the w est by 
“B” 
Street, 
on the south 
by 
Tachevah Drive and on the east 
by Via M iraleste w ith the four 
buildings as follows:— 
No. 135—L ibrary (that can be 
used by D esert Museum). 
No. 137—Theatre (that can be 
used by D esert Museum). 
No. 138—Gymnasium. 
No. 139—Disposition Building. 
The Disposition Building is of 
excellent 
construction 
80’x265’, 
and H oward Jay of the Com m u­ 
nity H ospital has stated th at it 
can be used as a tem porary hos­ 
pital if need be. Then tw o of 
the N urses’ H eadquarters B uild­ 
ings (Nos. 45 and 47) now back 
of the present hospital building 
can be m oved to the above prop­ 
erty to house personnel. 
This inform ation was conveyed 
to Mr. Wm. Alworth, C ity M an­ 
ager, by me, but of course at 
th at tim e the City Council was 
insisting th at the complete Tor­ 
ney property could be secured by 
the City w ithout any expense 
w hatsoever.

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Drivers Still Have a Lot to Learn 


And They'll Have to Acquire This New 
Knowledge by Sept. 19 or Face Grief 


Palm 
Springs drivers, along 
with other California motorists, 
are going to have to do some 
studying between now and Sept. 
19 if they want to stay clear of 
the traffic cop and the judge. 
A sheaf of new traffic laws, 
most of them aimed at curbing 
California’s 
mounting 
highway 
carnage, will 
become effective 
September 19, 
1947, Edgar E. 
Lampton, state director of motor 
vehicles, announced last week. 
Many of the new laws such as 
right turns against a signal, speed 
limits in snow, and so on, won't 
affect them unless they go where 
they have signals or snow. 


BUT ONE of interest and which 
will affect a lot _of them is the 
provision which says slow mov­ 
ing drivers must keep as far to 
the right as possible. Many local 
drivers will have to change their 
habits, an observer said today. 
The new law says that slow 
drivers ‘‘must keep as close to the 
right-hand edge of the highway 
as possible." 


A RIGHT TURN against a red 
light is perm itted after a complete 
stop only when traffic is clear and 
when the intersection is not post­ 
ed against such procedure. 
Other important new legisla­ 
tion effective September 19, is 
as follows: 
Requiring the department of 
motor vehicles to suspend the li­ 
cense of anyone convicted cf 
drunk driving for the first time 
for 90 days instead of 30 days, 
and changing the suspension per­ 
iod for a second conviction from 
90 days to orte year. The court 
would be required to forward 
records of conviction to the de­ 
partm ent within 10 days.

Permit the highway patrol to 
move automobiles parked on a 
highway in a manner obstructing 
the normal flow of traffic. 
Authorizing the department of 
public works to post snow area 
speed limits at 25 miles per hour. 


REQUIRING parallel parking 
along curbless state highways un­ 
less otherwise indicated. 
Holding a driver responsible for 
actions of persons riding on parts 
of a vehicle not intended for pas­ 
sengers. 
Barring speed contests or ex­ 
hibitions on highways or their 
promotion and forbidding barri­ 
cades for such purpose. Violators 
can be taken immediately before 
a magistrate. 


ALSO OF INTEREST here is 
the new law forbidding a person 
to stand in a roadway to solicit 
a ride. Use of the road shoulder 
or curbing for this purpose is 
permissible. Many ride thumbers 
now stand well out in Palm Can­ 
yon drive soliciting rides. 
And if you’ve had to leap for 
safety while ambling down Palm 
Canyon drive sidewalks, it will 
please you to know that the law 
requires drivers to yield the right 
of way to pedestrians when driv­ 
ing over a sidewalk to gain ac­ 
cess to a filling station or other 
facility. 
Prohibit movement from one 
lane to another in traffic without 
predetermining safety. 
Make it unlawful to install, sell 
or replace any part of a car not 
meeting provisions of the vehicle 
code. 


IN LINE WITH a campaign 
planned here to elminate unnec­ 
essary noise is the provision ef­ 
fective Sept. 19, which prohibits 
modification of a muffler to amp­ 
lify its noise.

That, night we drove on north 
of Chicago to W innetka where we 
dropped in on Mr. and Mrs. Carl 
Kelly at Indian Hills, who win­ 
tered season before last at Palm 
Springs and who were two of our 
Museum’s staunchest members. 
They 
have a 
beautiful estate 
there, complete with lake and all. 
I had dinner with their daughter 
and four of her friends, while Jim 
dined with the Kelleys at home. 
The daughter is a graduate of 
UC in anthropology and left the 
next week by plane for a month 
in England before resuming her 
teaching in New York City. 
Staying all night, we left about 
noon in order to return to the 
Herthels at Flossmoor and a beach 
picnic in the Indiana lake dunes 
with their daughter. This was the 
4th of July. 
On the fifth we bid the Her­ 
thels adieu and left Chicago, stop­ 
ping off for lunch with another old 
army buddy of mine, Leonard 
Johnson, formerly with me at 
Muroc Air Base on the Mojave. 
Here I phoned the Ernest Al- 
schulers of Palm Springs and 
Evanston, and expressed my re­ 
grets at not being able to see 
them in person. 


FROM CHICAGO we headed 
northwest to Madison, Wiscon­ 
sin, and the Dells. Then to La- 
Cross and across extreme south­ 
ern Minnesota, to Sioux Falls, 
South Dakota. On this one day 
we covered 635 miles in contin­ 
uous driving, which is a bit far- 
there than I care to go without 
resting. 
Next day we headed on west 
through Badlands, National Mon­ 
ument. The painted desert is just 
a preview of these Badlands, 
which though perhaps not quite 
as colorful, are cetrainly more 
extensive and much higher. The 
road was a hot, dusty one and we 
were glad to get on to Rapid City, 
South Dakota, where we stayed 
all night. 
On the edge of town is an 
unique Dinosaur park, where five 
life-size statues of extinct dino­ 
saurs grace the hill-tops. These 
include the well-known Tyran­ 
nosaurus, Brontosaurus, 
Stego­ 
saurus, Triceratops, and Iguano- 
don. After visiting this, we left 
Rapid City and headed south to 
the renown Mt. Rushmore Nation­ 
al Memorial. Here, carved out of 
white granite on a huge scale, are 
the busts of Lincoln, Washington, 
Jefferson, and Teddy Roosevelt. 
The road on behind this wanders 
through the Black Hills, a truly 
scenic drive. The Needles along 
this route are depicted in one of 
the current Standard oil color 
prints. 


OUR NEXT STOP in the Black 
Hills was at Wind Cave National 
park. The cave proved a great 
disappointment, the least interest­ 
ing of all we had or were to see. 
It does have one unusual forma­ 
tion, but that’s all. This is the 
so-called Boxwood type of calcite 
formation, supposedly found in 
no other caves. After our trip 
through the cave, however, we 
did see something mighty inter­ 
esting, and that was a huge old 
bull bison. It was grazing near 
the road and walked across the 
highway directly in front of us. 
Nearby we saw several pronghorn 
antelopes. 
From Wind Cave we headed 
north again to Jewel Cave Nat­ 
ional Monument and toured this 
cavern, which is different because 
it has been kept unimproved. You 
carry lanterns and crawl through 
narrow rock slits over slippery, 
faint trails. 
Then on into Wyoming and to 
the northeast corner of the state 
to Devil’s Tower National Monu­ 
ment. We camped right at its base 
and next morning hiked around 
its circular base. This huge mass 
of igneous rock was formerly 
thought to be a volcanic plug 
like shiprock and Agathea’s Nee­ 
dle, but current investigation ex­ 
presses doubt as to this origin. It 
is now thought to be a remnant 
of a botholithic intrusion of mol­ 
ten rock. At any rate, its colum­ 
nar formation is quite similar to 
that in our own Californian Dev­ 
il’s Postpile near Yosemite.

Purposes of New 
lax Committee are 
Outlined by Leader 


Activity of the Riverside Coun­ 
ty Tax Committee as an import­ 
ant factor in reduction of the 
Riverside County Budget with a 
corresponding effect on the Coun­ 
ty Tax rate was described re­ 
cently by Donald Stevning, com­ 
mittee chairman, at a meeting in 
Riverside. 
A careful study of both sides 
of the budget picture was made 
by the tax association before pre­ 
sentation of recommendation for 
reduction of the budget by $50,­ 
000 and elimination of the pro­ 
posed County Administration of­ 
fice to the Board of Supervisors 
on Monday, said Stevning. 


GREATEST HARDSHIP suf­ 
fered by the committee was lack 
of time as the preliminary bud­ 
get had already been announced 
before the committee was formed 
in the latter part of June.

With the County budget ques­ 
tion settled as far .as the tax 
committee is concerned Stevning 
said the group will turn its at­ 
tention to other serious County 
problems.

Work Nearing Completion of Line 
to Bring Natural Gas from Texas 
for Consumption in Local Homes 


W ith m uch of its length al­ 
ready in t ’jie ground and a large 
portion already covered, w ork on 
installing the 30-inch tube which 
will bring natural gas from Texas 
fields to southern California, is 
rapidly nearing com pletion in the 
area north of the Village. 
The m iles of pipe w hich for 
weeks lay alongside highw ay 99 
to the north and w hich crossed 
it at a point betw een Cabazon 
and Banning, are going under­ 
ground rapidly. 


W ELDING of the huge tube is 
being com pleted and tests are be­ 
ing made. The pipe, w hich for 
m onths has been hauled along to 
the area north of the Village in 
San Gorgonio 
pass, 
has 
been 
tarred and insulated and in most 
places in the im m ediate vicinity, 
has b:en lowered into th e trench 
th at 
stretches 
across 
southern 
C alifornia 
from 
the 
Colorado 
riv er to Santa Fe Springs, near 
W hittier. 
The segm ent of the big gas 
line w hich passes through the 
area near Palm Springs, is 214 
miles long from Blythe to Santa 
Fe Springs and 
w ork 
on the 
section is expected to be com­ 
pleted this month. 


TOTAL LENGTH of the line 
line from Texas to the southland, 
is 1200 miles. It is expected to 
m eet the natural gas dem and in 
this area for at least 30 years. 
The southland section is being 
installed a t a cost of $16,000,000. 
It will bring 305,000,000 cubic 
feet of gas to the southland daily 
w hen completed. 
It is being b uilt in this area 
jointly by the S outhern Califor­ 
nia and Southern Counties gas 
companies. 


UNTIL IT IS READY for daily 


use, the huge pipe will serve as 
a reservoir for gas to be tapped 
as needed. 
Gas w ill enter the line near 
Amarillo, Texas, and it is expect­ 
ed that the line will start in use 
in December. More than 500,000,­ 
000 cubic feet of gas will be im ­ 
prisoned in the big tube. 
It will furnish about 35 per cent 
of the fuel used in the southland 
and some of it may be diverted 
to the bay area around San F ran­ 
cisco. 


T H E 
TREMENDOUS 
J O B . 
which has interested many Vil­ 
lagers driving tow ard the coast 
from here for m onths, took 3700 
m an-hours per mile along the 
southland segment, from Blythe 
west, alone. Five thousand tons 
of tar and 800 tons of insulating 
paper protect the 
pipe 
which 
weighs 100 pounds per foot. For 
m onths trucks carrying the pipe, 
have traversed the highw ay north 
of here. 
Less than ten miles of the 214- 
stretch rem ains to be laid. Tests 
have been made for leaks along 
its entire length. 


ACCORDING to 
construction 
company officials and the gas 
companies, the huge pipe will be 
in full service by Jan. 1, 1949, 
w ell ahead of the original sched­ 
ule. 
Construction of the line was 
one of the engineering marvels of 
the decade. It follows closely on 
the completion of another huge 
project which stretched through 
San Gorgonio pass and across the 
desert, the laying of a telephone 
cable from Los Angeles to New 
York capable of carrying 2,400 
messages at the same time.
